Facilities at the Swap Shop 
have become so crowded that 
drastic steps must be taken, and 
a complete overhaul of stock is 
planned. The staff has learned 
much from its initail year and 
a half of operation — chiefly 
that camp clientelle will not buy 
shoddy or out-of-date items at 
ANY price. Wih this in mind, we 
plan to make a fresh start, and 
to completely clean out all un¬ 
saleable items.

PPCLI Band Plans Musical Feast 
For Griesbach Residents 


The PPCLI Band will play a 
series of concerts in the No. 1 
School auditorium this fall and 
winter. They do not intend to 
compete with the armchair fas¬ 
cination of T.V.; the idea is to 
provide musical evtnings that 
will offer lilting appeal and bright 
entertainment to the families of 
Griesbach. 

Promotion of this scheme has 
lain for too long on the treasure 
heap of good intentions. Now that 
the idea is becoming fact, it rests 
wih the people of Griesbach 
whether the series achieves any 
kind of permanence. Only by the 
size of its audience, can the ap¬ 
peal of this type of concert be 
assessed. Support of the first two 
or three concerts, judged by the 
size of the attendances, will 
decide on the fate of this musical 
venture, its continuance or demise. 

Suggestions and requests for 
musical items will be welcomed, 
and should be telephoned to the 
Director of Music (Capt. H. A. 
Jeffrey) at Local 276. 

It is not widely understood that 
a military band (the term 'milit¬ 
ary' in this title is a musical tech¬ 
nicality, not an 'army' reference) 
is one of the most versatile of the 
combinations of instrumental per¬ 
formers that attempt to interpret 
music to the listener. It encohpas- 
ses a range of sound that, from 
the low sonority of the tuba to 
the high shrillness of the piccolo, 
is pleasantly tolerable to the hum¬ 
an ear. 

Known mainly for the brilliant 
sound of ‘marches', the military 
band has a repertoire that has 
expanded over the years from 
early transcriptions of orchestral 
classics to modern music written 


particularly for this medium. Vary¬ 
ing in content from the humorous 
descriptive to the deep vibrancy 
of the great classical composi¬ 
tions, a programme of music pre¬ 
sented by a military band can 
give appeal to an audience con¬ 
taining widely divergent musical 
taste. 

The forthcoming concerts have 
been planted with a view to in¬ 
crease the scope and presentation 
if they meet with success. It is 
hoped to bring in solo performers 
from the city to appear with the 
band as guest artists. Naturally, 
a great amount of rehearsal is 
entailed by such concerts, but 
such efforts reaps a tremendous 
reward in that it furthers the mus¬ 
ical zeal of a community and fost¬ 
ers an interest for music in its 
youth. 

The PPCLI Band has travelled 
extensively, but somehow, Gries¬ 
bach community rarely gets the 
chance to hear this band that has 
been stationed on its doorsteps for 
he past four years. The band 
stages annual music appreciation 
concerts for the school children, 
but these of course have been 
limited ta grade school audiences 
for educational purposes. Cana¬ 
dian Army Bands in general main¬ 
tain a high standard of musician- 
ship and one can always expect 
a professional performance from 
such bands. The PPCLI Band is a 
well-trained group of skilled in¬ 
strumentalists that, under its Dir¬ 
ector of Music, Captain H. A. Jef¬ 
frey, will reward audiences of 
the coming concerts with the sound 
of good music played with fault¬ 
less style and executed in cap¬ 
able mood.

EGGS FOO YOUNG 

6 eggs, well beaten Vi tup celery, finely chopped 

1 io 1/2 cups cooked chicken 1 cup bean sprouts, drained 

or turkey chopped 2 tbsp. Salad oil. 

% cup onion, finely sliced ; 

Combine eggs, fowl, onion, celery and bean sprouts. Heat Oil 
in large skillet or griddle. Dip out Vi cup of egg-chicken mixture 
and pour into skillet. Use a broad spatula to push cooked egg 
up over the uncooked mixture to make a thin patty. Make other 
patties in the same way. When patties are set, turn to brown 
the other side. 

Serve hot with Soy Sauce (recipe follows). (Makes 12 patties). 

HOT SOY SAUCE 

5 tsp. soy sauce 2 tsp. vinegar 

2 tsp. com starch % tsp. salt 

2 tsp. sugar 1 cup cold water 

Boil all ingredients together for 5 minutes. Keep hot till used.

Add remaining ingredients, simmer 30 - 35 min. Thicken with 
flour-water mixture, boil 1 min. Makes 4 servings. 

SAUERBRATEN 

The roast (beef) is soaked for 3 to 4 days in a well-spiced mar¬ 
inade. 4 to 5 lb. Pot Roast of Beef (Round blade or rump). 

2 cups vinegar 6 whole cloves 

2 cups water 2 bay leaves 

1 onion, sliced 1 lemon 

2 tbsp. sugar cooking oil or fat 

2 tsp. salt 8 gingersnaps, crumbled 

10 peppercorns (unground pepper) ■ 

Place meat in large bowl or crock. In a saucepan, combine the 
next eight ingredients. Heat to boiling point. Cool slightly. Pour 
over meat in bowl. Cut lemon into Vi inch slices and place in mar¬ 
inade around meat. Cover bowl and keep in refrigerator for 3 
days, turning meat over once a day. Remove meat from marinade 
and drain well. Brown it in a small amount of oil in a dutch oven 
or similar deep pot. Strain marinade and add a cupful to the meat. 
Cover the pot and simmer over very low heat (Do Not Boil), until 
meat is fofktender — IV 2 to 3 hours. Add more marinade, if neces¬ 
sary, during cooking. Add vegetables, such as carrots and po¬ 
tatoes, during last half hour of cooking, if desired. 

Remove meat to hot platter. Thicken liquid in pot for gravy 
by stirring in a little Hour blended with cold water. Stir in crumb¬ 
led gingersnaps. 

NOTE: In Germany potato dumplings are often served with this 
Sauerbraten.

Presented by Lieutenant-Colonel E. M. K. MacGregor, Command¬ 
ing Officer of the 2nd Battalion, Princess Patricia's Canadian Light 
Infantry, the trophy is awarded annually to the player rated most 
valuable to his' team in the Western Football Conference and was 
awarded on Thanksgiving Day for the 1962 football season. Sel¬ 
ection of the winner of the Jeff Nicklin Trophy is made by a ballot 
of sportswriters and sportcasters in Western Canada.
